POCATELI-0 (AP) — The 
American position in Viet Nam 
was challenged here Inst night 
by one of the country's top news 
men. 

Mnrtin Agronsky. CBS News 
Washington correspondent, told 
audience nt Idaho State Uni- 
versity that America is in a wnr 
that it enn't win. Hb said public 
opinion is " turning against the 
current administration policies. 

Agronsky" s u g g e s t e d "thnr 
America consider "spoctaclilnr" 
attempts for negotiations ns nn 
alternative to either continued 
.escalation or totnl withdrawal. 
He was nhnrply critical of per- 
sons who equate questioning the 
Vict Nam war policies with dis- 
loyalty. 

Agronslty, the "first ISU sum- 
mer session lecturer, said the 
world is full of crises. Ho said 
America cannot honorably de- 
plore Intervention nnd South' 
, east Asia. 

"America should make, every 
possible attempt to bring the 
United Nntions into the Viet 
Nam situation," Agronsky said- 
He added thnt "until now, the 
United States has Worked out' 
side the framework of the Unit- 
ed Nntlons, which wns estab- 
lished for Just such situations 
as Viet Nam."

With Pong out of tho way, the 
leading cqntendcrs for Mao's 
job n"ro"*'prosldcnt Liu Slmo-'chU 
... JMarshal. Lin- Piao, -the .defense 
minister, and Tong Hsiao-ping, 
— secretary- genera l-ot -tho— Com- 
. munist party. 

In' the view of Asian diplo- 
mats,, President Liu Shao-chl is 
at pcesent.tho foremost candi- 
date for the succession. He is 
n dogmatic Communist nnd 
ficrco foe of Russian revision' 
ism nnd is believed to be Mao's 
personal choice. 
• But Teng 'Hslno-ping, the 
youngest of the contenders, Is 
ulso the shrewdest and most 
nmbitlaus,' As secretary, 'general 
of tho Communist party he nl 
ready wields enormous power 
in Chinn.
